
McGill scholarship may bring suit

A legal suit against McGill Uni- 
versity might be undertaken for 
discrimination in awarding of 
scholarships, revealed Martin 
Shapiro, Students' Society Ex-, 
ternal Affairs Vice-President. 

The scholarship in question is 
the Annette S. Hill Bursary, which - 
provides aid to Protestant men 
from the Maritimes and Ontario 
to study at McGill. 

When Annette Hill died in 1962, 
she left $900,000 to the Universi- 
ty. Prior to 1962, the Senate had 
adopted a policy of not accepting 
scholarships with discriminatory 
provisions, but scholarships at 
that time were in the realm of a 
few thousand dollars and never 
in the vicinity of a million. 

Thus, this scholarship was too 
irresistable to pass up. The An- 
nette Hill Bursary was accepted, 
but not without major contesta- 
tion. At least two Senate members 
walked out of the meeting that 
approved the Bursary. 



There are so fe 
men from the Maritimes and On- 
tario coming to McGill that not 
all of the bursary has been used 
up. Said Shapiro, "The scholar- 
ship is sitting and acquiring $50,- 
000 a year in interest. • 

"Over six years, about $100,- 
000 has accrued in interest that 
has been poured back into the 
capital," he said. "The 
hypocrisy is that students who do 
not qualify for this bursary be- 
cause of the religion and sex 
clause are deprived of $100,000 
in financial aid." 

The Scholarship Committee last 
year raised the issue of the An- 
nette Hill Bursary. Later, Shapi- 
ro, John Durnford, Dean of Law, 
and McGill solicitors investigated 
this issue themselves. 

"What should be done to award 
this scholarship ' non-discrimi- 
natorily?" they asked. Five pos- 
sible ways of dealing with this 



scholarship emerged from their 
investigation. 

To ignore the discriminatory 
provision in the will and award the 
money blind to religion and sex 
is the first. "But lawyers warned 
.us that the trustees would sue and 
that McGill would lose the $1,- 
000,000," reported Shapiro. 

To have a private member's 
bill in the Quebec Legislature 
amending the will is the second 
method of correcting the discrim- 
inatory provision. 

"The Board of Governors and 
the Senate would have to approve 
this action and there are rumours 
that some of the members are 
opposed to it," noted Shapiro. 
"They feel that it was the wom- 
an's right to leave lier money to 
whomever shechose." 

To convince the trustees of An- 
nette Hill's estate to have the 
bursary provision amended by 
agreement, a third solution, has 
already been attempted. "They 



told us to go to hell," Shapiro 
claimed. 

To launch a legal suit against 
the University on behalf of a de- 
prived student is the fourth way of 
dealing with the discriminating 
scholarship. 

"This method would only be at- 
tempted if the University does not 
take action," said Shapiro. "I 
will try to And a student who 
would be eligible for the scholar- 
ship were it not for the clause on 
sex and religion. I will recom- 
mend that the Students' Council 
use its legal aid funds." 

"We would sue on the basis that 
the scholarship is contrary to 
public order and morals," he ex- 
plained. "There is no guarantee 
that we would win but it would be 
worth the effort because of the 
large amount of money involved." 

The last possible way of dealing 
with the Annette Hill bursary is to 
drop it and return the money. 
"But I would hate to see this 



done," said Shapiro," because it 
enables students, especially in 
agriculture to come to McGill, 
who otherwise could not." 

"There are other discrimina- 
tory scholarships in McGill but 
they are substantially smaller," 
added Shapiro. "But because they 
are smaller, this does not de- 
tract from the important princi- 
ples involved," he ended.

Attacks scholarship 
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Loyola President stops 
Santhanum controversy

Father Patrick Malone, Pres- 
ident of Loyola College, closed 
the final door in the face ol 
fired physics professor Srinvasa 
Santhanum yesterday. 

"From the viewpoint of the 
college, the Santhanum case is 
closed," he said. 

"There will be no further ac- 
tion, although if Dr. Santhanum 
wants to approach us in a pri- 
vate capacity, we are open to 
private settlement," be added. 

When asked if there were, in 
fact t/ any private negotiations 
being carried out, Father Mal- 
one said, "No private .negotia- 
tions are being carried out at 
present, although a number of 
suggestions have come along." 

Paul Lufty, External Vice- 
President of the' Loyola Student 
Association, replied, "Perhaps 
the most disappointing thing of 
this whole affair is the treating 
of Dr. Santhanum so unfairly. 

"Unless this matter is clear- 
ed up, it could hinder what 
would have otherwise been a 
good solution." 

"I hope some acceptable solu- 
tion can be found," he continued. 
"It is rumoured that some nego- 
tiations were going on in secret 
last week, and that an element of 
the Board of Trustees voted 
down a reasonable compro- 
mise.". 

"I don't know what Father 
Malone means by saying that 
'privates negotiations' are pos- 



sibly"' he questioned. His an- 
swer is probably indicative that 
a conservative element is still 
in control of Loyola." 

"Father Malone's hands are 
perhaps being tied by a more 
conservative faction - he is, in 
some respects at least, not his 
own master." Lufty charged. 

Father Malone also discussed 
yesterday the intention to set up 
a Commission of University 
G overrun e n t at Loyola. 

"I do not know how many will 
be on this committee, .or the 
precise terms of reference, but 
there will be representation 
from all sectors of the cam- 
pus," said the College presi- 
dent 

"The purpose of this Com- 
mission is both to face the prob- 
lems of the present, and to set 
guidelines for long-term univer- 
sity developments", he added. 

"The Commission might well 
come up with something revolu- 
tionary, but it would act in a 
calm manner," he related. 
"There might have to be com- 
promise between the students 
and the administration, but if 
there is widespread agreement, 
the reforms would impose them- 
selves." 

"This Commission should 
begin within one month. We 
should be able to get sufficient 
study before the end of this year 
to affect the decision-making

The committee to 
the new Principal is being 
formed, and the list of members 
may be complete by next week. 
. The Board of Governors at its 
Monday meeting called for a com- 
mittee of 15 members with three 
members to be selected from 
the Board of Governors, three by 
the Senate, three by the Gradu- 
ates' Society, three by the McGill 
Association of University' Teach- 
ers and three from the student 
body (each of whom must be eligi- 
ble for election to Senate, and one 
of whom must be from the Mac- 
Donald campus.) Chancellor Ho- 
ward Ross will be chairman of 
the committee. 

Students' Society President Ju- 
lius Grey stated that he plans to 
submit three alternatives to Coun- 
cil for the manner of selection

In other words, he is open to 
suggestions as to the procedure of 
choosing student committee mem- 
bers. "I have no firm policy", 
declared Grey. 

Alan Journet, student Senator 
from the MacDonald campus, 
said that the MacDonald liaison 
committee in Friday's "Dram", 
the student newspaper, will call 
for applications to the post of 
selection committee member. 
The MacDonald Council may in- 
terview the candidates as early as 
Monday. 

MAUT has already chosen two 
of its delegates to the selection

He implied that Senate's refusal 
to grant additional students' rep- 
resentation would necessarily 
prompt Council to make a. choice 
between ineffective representation 
and no representation at all. 

At last week's council meet- 
ing, Martin Shapiro, External 
Vice-President of the Students' 
Society, failed to convince enough 
councillors of the necessity of 
deciding on a date for the elec- 
tion of student senators. 

He accused the "New Left cau- 
cus on Council" of stalling in an 
attempt to force Council itself in- 
to taking the responsibility of 
choosing the student senators. 
Shapiro, who pointed out that he 
is in favour of greatly increas-

• The McGill Faculty Union, rep- 
resenting some 40 or 50 teachers, 
has strongly protested the fact 
that it has not been permitted to 
choose a faculty representative. 

The alumni have already chosen 
one selection committee member, 
Conrad Harrington, their Presi- 
dent. The Board of Directors of 
the Graduates' Society will prob- 
ably choose the two additional 
delegates, said the director of 
alumni relations and administra- 
tion, Andrew Allen. Due to the 
very large membership in the 
Society (25,000 graduates), an 
election would be too costly to 
organize. . 

The Board of Governors and 
Senate have already chosen their 
respective delegates to the Prin- 
cipal selection committee. From 
the Board of Governors, the three 
delegates are: A.C. McKim, S.M. 
Finlayson; and J. de GrandPré. 
The three from Senate are Dean 
R.E. Bell of Graduate Studies and 
Research, chairman of the Psy- 
chology Department G.A. Fergu- 
son, and W.F. Hitschfeld, profes- 
sor of meterology.

Damage and loss totalling 
$2000 has occurred in the Union 
cafeteria in the month since clas- 
ses started. 

A possible price increase of 
Ave per cent on cafeteria meals 
may be instituted to cover los- 
ses unless the vandalism stops, 
said Victor Loewy, Chairman 
of tiie Cafeteria Committee. 

;700 pieces of cutlery have been 
stolen. The juke box, costing 
$99 to fix, and the ciprette ma- 
chine, costing $80 to fix, have 
been broken into once and twi- 
ce respectively, Loewy disclos- 
ed. 



The $1 bill change box, origi- 
nally bought at a cost of $2000 
has been' repeatedly jammed 
with xerox copies of $1 bills. It 
might ha ve to b e removed. 

Slugs have been used to acti- 
vate machines which do not ta- 
ke them. The machines jam as 
a result. 

The maximum penalty for 
using fake money is two years in 
jail. 

In- the Engineering Building, 
where the machines used come 
from the same vending compa- 
ny, there has been no similar 
problem of theft and vandalism, 
Loewy noted.

How the law handles women

Quebec is still a barbarous province of a 
barbarous realm where the law has yet to be 
perfected to even minimal standards, where the 
keepers of the law, our lawyers, do not under- 
stand the function of law, where rote recitation 
substitutes for legal philosophizing. This state of 
barbarism stems from our legal schools, like 
McGill's Faculty of Law, like the University of 
Montreal's Faculty of Law, where the students are 
taught what the law is but are never taught what 
it does. 

At this very moment a young Eskimo woman is 
serving a three month sentence at Tanguay Pri- 
son (2 blocks east of Bordeaux Jail). Judge Mar- 
cel Gaboury sent her there on Oct 3 - and is 
perfectly entitled to do so by Canada's recently 
revised criminal code - for aborting herself and 
disposing of the fetus "in an illegal manner". 
This young woman from James Bay is to suffer 
as an example to the People of New Quebec to 
indicate to them that now they have come under 
the civilizing rule of old Quebec their barbarous 
customs will no longer be tolerated. 

Remember all that crap Quebec Gty fed us 
when they demanded that the Quebec people had 
.the moral right to control their own Eskimos? 
This is an example of what they meant. 

In the meantime abortion continues on a mass 
level evry where in the Province of Quebec. The 
scene hasn't changed a bit Our women are 
treated like pigs by our doctors and lawyers and 
courts. The new abortion law passed in Ottawa 
was a tokenish farce to appease dissent that 
could only have been passed by a country which 
has contempt for its women. 

Last year a 16 year old girl got herself preg- 
nant and was unable to get help from her con- 
cerned college friends. She was terrified of her 
parents and, in a state of terrible anxiety and 
fear, aborted and infected herself. A friend who 
knew only her first name found her and got her 
to the hospital where she refused to tell who her 
parents were or where they lived. The friend 
frantically located them after a long search. 
They reached the hospital just as their daughter, 
died. Sweet sixteen. That happened in Montreal 
in 1969. That's the way we treat our women.

Everytime I talk to young McGill law students 
I understand how this situation has come about. 
By the third year their brain damage seems to be 
irreversible. I've been accused of being a techno- 
crat for my insistence on sound attention to learn-. 



ing systems design, of not caring about what is 
taught. But here is an example of bow poor learn- 
ing systems design translated into the death of a 
gay young girl and the persecution of an Eskimo 
woman. .. „ • • 

Law, like technology, is one of the most im- 
portant tools of the society builder. Different 
laws, like different technologies, create different 
social structures. Every lawyer should be able 
to see a given law as a piece of social structure - 
he should know what it does to people and in turn 
what those people do to society. He should know 
how a change in the law will change people and 
how those changes will change society. 

What societies are desirable? What abilities 
must a lawyer master if he is to control and 
discipline the law so that it works for man? 

Let me tell you how ignorant our law students 
are which will give you an idea of how bad they 
have been taught by McGill. Take the case of this 
young Eskimo woman.Take the law involved. 

Can our apprentice lawyer tell- you how that 
law will effect this woman and what it will do to 
thé James Bay society? How would the James 
Bay society evolve if we increased the proportion 
of unwanted children and unwilling mothers? 

Can our apprentice lawyer tell you what 
abortion law changes would do to the population

apprentice lawyer been equipped with the abilities 
one needs to change laws that are known to have 
bad effects on social structures? 

If he can't answer such questions how can we 
expect him to interpret and implement laws? 

• My own opinion of McGill law students is 
that they are well intcntioned but completely fuzzy 
headed about the function of law. They are igno- 
rant of where their society is going. They are 
ignorant about how the law structures society. 
They would be helpless children if they ever had 
to change a law. 

Can you imagine a group of McGill law stu- 
dents on a crusade to change an unjust law? Can 
you imagine them being effective? The mere 
thought, of course, makes us all smile. 

It is these law students who become our 
lawyers, our judges, our parliamentarians. 
This is why an Eskimo woman suffers in jail 
today, why a sweet young thing killed herself 
yesterday.

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Greek patriot labels 
ruling junta unjust 



Dr. Mark Dragoumis, a re- 
presentative of the Greek Pa- 
triotic Front, charged in a 
speech at McGUl Monday that the 
coup d'etat of 1967, which re- 
sulted in the establishment of the 
present ruling Junta, was unjus- 
tified and has totally failed to 
gain the support of the Greek 
people. 

According to Dr. Dragoumis, 
no one believes that the colonels 
who now rule Greece saved the 
country from an impending com- 
munist revolution. The colonels 
claimed to have 70 truckloads ' 
of evidence, but have produced 
only a few Russian roubles which, ■ 
as Pravda pointed out, had been 
out of circulation since 1961 . 

Another reason alleged for the . 
coup was the political chaos 
existing in Greece at the time. 
. Dr. Dragoumis agreed that there 
was chaos, but maintained that 
the blame for this lay with the 
king, who had dismissed George 
Papandreou, the elected Prime 
Minister, in 1965, and failed to 
call elections for two years. 

The solution, Dragoumis told 
students at a meeting sponsored 
by the Debating Union and Helle- 
nic Society, should not have been 
order imposed by the military, 
but free choice for the people and 
control by them of the monarchy 
and military. He said that this is 
what the organbation he repre- 
sents is fighting for. 

In reply to the argument that 
the junta is a strong and stable 
government, Dragoumis pointed 
out that their daily use of vio- 
lent repression and torture, 
and their failure to implement 
any meaningful relaxation of 
totalitarianism, are signs of 
weakness, not of strength. 

Finally,. Dragoumis described 
the growing resistance movement 
inside Greece, which takes varied 
forms, from non-co-operation and 
non-violent disruption of services, 
to active underground organizers 
and bomb attacks. 

The fact that these hundreds of 
organizers must and can change 
homes at least once a week, as 
well as receive food and -trans-- . 
portation, Dragoumis stated, is 
positive proof that vast numbers 
of the population support the 
resistance, even if they are not 
yet themselves actively involved. 
Unlike Franco, the colonels have 
no party or organization behind 
them. 



Dragoumis explained that 'the 
Patriotic Front is badly in need 
of financial assistance. Canadians 
can also help by pressuring the 
government to reduce its re- 
cognition of the Greek regime to 
the barest minimum, as Sweden 
has done, while publicly cri- 
ticizing the lack of democratic 
institutions. 

He added that Canada must 
also protect Greek immigrants 
from being harassed by their 
consulates.

SFU strikers 
taken to court 

BUR NAB Y (CUP) - Simon 
Fraser University adminis- 
tration brought civil court 
charges yesterday against 
three profs and eleven stu- 
dents involved in the strike of 
the department of Political 
Science, Sociology and Anthro- 
pology. 

The administration has also 
applied for an injunction bar- 
ring all srikers from picketing 
and disrupting lectures. A 
further injunction against dis- 
tribution of literature by picket- 
ing students may soon be ap- 
plied for. 

The civil charges brought 
against the fourteen strikers 
are for loss of revenue - the 
administration has had to re- 
imburse students who decided 
to withdraw because of 'the 
strike - unspecified damages 
and trespassing. 

The strike is protesting ad- 
ministrative interference in the 
PSA department

processes of the Administra- 
tion", he concluded. 

Mr. Lufty stated that he hoped 
that Father Malone's decision 
to be mild-mannered would not 
obscure the attempts for re- 
form. 

Concerning the students' re- 
quest for more representa- 
tion on Senate, Father Malone 
stated, "If the Students Coun- 
,dl means they want an addition 
to the Senate, it is complicated 
because it will necessitate a 
change of the Senate Constitu- 
tion. But if this is on a tem- 
porary basis, there will be 
no need for constitutional 
change." 

Lufty retorted "It is 'neces- 
sary to change the Senate, for it 
now represents the faculty, not 



the students. The Senate was set 
• up by the Trustees for the facul- 
ty." 

When asked if he thought there 
would be more trouble at Loyola, 
. Father Malone stated, "I don't 
know if I want to say there will 
be problems. I feel if the stu- 
dents reflect on this, they will 
realize that a strike doesn't 
bring us closer to a resolution." , 

Lufty said that there is still 
the possibility of a strike. 

"It is Impossible to know 
exactly what Father Malone 
has been saying," charged Luf- 
ty. 

"If be means that he does 
not want to deal with the prob- 
lems, there certainly shall be 
problems. 

"If this type of ambiguous 
attitude continues, there will be 
even more problems", he con- 
cluded.

OCT. 18 - In Kingston, The Queen's Golden Gaels stunned the 
U of T Varsity Blues.with a 24 point outburst in the first half, and 
then held on to hand Varsity its first loss of the season, 24-17. 

Gaels half-back Eaman opened the scoring on the Gaels second 
play from scrimmage with a 33-yard run for the touchdown. 

Fullback Ron Clark added the second major on a scintillating 
90 yard gallop after the Blues had fumbled away a crucial field goal 
attempt, followed by Eaman's second TO on a 50-yard romp. 

The Gaels scoring was rounded out by kicker Doug Cozak, with 
a 22-yard field goal and three converts. 

In all, the Gaels amassed 350 yards rushing, with QB Bill Mc- 
Neill throwing only five passes. He completed two, for 29 yards. 

The Blues rallied in the second half, as their passing attack 
produced a quick TO by former McGill football star Eric Walter and 
set up a 39-yard field goal by BiU Stanovic. 

Slanovic also scored Varsity's final TO on a short run with 72 
seconds left in the game. 

Statistically, Varsity dominated the play, running 92 plays to 
Queen's 57. Blues QB Vic Alboini made good on 28 of 47 passes for 
226 yards, with Varsity chalking up 25 first downs to the Gaels 1 8. 

However, the disastrous first half and costly penalties through- 
out the game sent the heavily-favored Blues down to their third con- 
secutive defeat at the hands of the Gaels.
